No-Kill Rules Set for S. Branch 


by Jon Thompson 

The first experiment in Michigan with no-kill 
trout fishing will begin April 30th on a four and a 
half mile stretch of the AuSable South Branch. 

Fishermen catching trout from Chase 
Bridge downstream to the Hign Banks will have 
to release the fish or face penalties. The DNR 
will monitor the five-year experiment to see if 
no-kill rules increase the number of large trout in 
the stream. 


Gary Schnicke, DNR district fisheries chief, 


said the portion of the South Branch along the 
Mason Tract was picked for several reasons. 

First, they felt for no-kill rules to work a 
stream must have good water quality to support 
a large population of trout. Next, the growth rate 
of fish in the stream must be high. Schnicke said 
the South Branch ranks in the top ten in the state 
for high growth rate of fish. 

Third, the stream must have a relatively low 


population of trout to begin with. 

‘The stream has to have room for expansion 
- it can’t be at it’s carrying capacity,” Schnicke 
said. “If you want to add more and larger fish, 
there has to be a lot of food.” 

He said recent shock studies and creel coun- 
ts indicate the South Branch has only about 2,500 
fish of all sizes for every mile of stream. In com- 
parison, the north branch may have 15,000 or 
more per mile and the mainstream 10,000 to 
12,000 per mile. 

Another reason for selecting the South Bran- 
ch was the apparent support for no-kill rules 
here, Schnicke said. DNR surveys indicated 80 
percent of the fishermen on the mainstream, 70 
percent on the north branch, and 60 percent on 
the south branch favored having no-kill rules on 
a Michigan river. About 75 percent on the main- 
stream, 65 percent on the north branch, and 55 
percent on the south branch were in favor of no- 


kill rules on their stretch of the river. 

Schnicke said the experiment has to have the 
support of anglers to work. He hopes fishermen 
will report those who break the law and he also 
said requests for additional patrols of the no-kill 
stretch have already been sent to the DNR law 
enforcement division. 

The new rules received mixed reaction from 
some local fishermen. 

Rusty Gates, a lodge manager on the main- 
stream, said catch-and-release regulations have 
helped produce exceptional quality fishing on 
several streams he’s fished out West. 

“It’s all geared to the idea everyone likes to 
catch big fish,’’ he said. “And there’s enough 
water in the county, that the new rules shouldn’t 
hurt anyone.” 

Mike Wieland, an AuSable river guide, said 
it’s possible we can learn a lot from it but he

through. As for medications 
to kill head lice, there are a 
variety available over-the- 
counter or by a doctor’s pre- 
scription. Be sure to apply- 
strictly according to the in- 
structions. At the time of 
treatment, all clothing and 
bedding should be changed. 
The lice and nits on clothing 
and bedding can be killed by 
normal hot water washing 
and machine drying or by 
dry cleaning. 

If you are concerned about 
head lice, you can get help 
from your local health 
department, or your physi- 
cian. And remember, it’s not 
a disgrace to have head lice; 
it’s a nuisance which can be 
corrected. +

Say Temporary 


Tax Hike is Sufficient 


After nearly a month of negotia- 
tions, Republicans have put forth 
their own tax proposal as an alterna- 
tive to Governor James Blanchard’s 
38 percent permanent increase in the 
income tax rate. 

Senate Minority Leader John 
Engler of Mt. Pleasant proposed a 1 
percent increase in the income tax 
rate through the end of the current 
fiscal year -- September 30. The tax 
hike would be retroactive to January 
1 to have it in effect for a total of 
nine months which would produce 
an estimated $486 million. 

In addition to the income tax hike, 
Republicans alen want bhusiness-

Business Tax (SBT) to allow Michi- 
gan employers to build, thus creat- 
ing jobs that will provide solutions 
to long-term problems facing the 
state, . 

Engler said the Republican plan 
recognizes the need for an imme- 
diate solution to the state’s financial 
problems while making changes in 
the SBT to allow the state to maxi- 
mize its participation in the 
economic recovery that appears at 
hand. 

Using Senate Fiscal Agency 
figures, Engler said the 1 percent in- 
crease for nine months would pro- 
duce an additional $486 million for 
total annual revenues of $4,702.8 
million, 

With a proposed budget cut of 
$225 million, total expenditures, in- 
cluding $308.3 million in supple- 
mentals, would be $4,655.7 million 
producing $47.1 million surplus 
which could be used for the working 
capital reserve account to accelerate 


tha t tir wramant af iden 
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lated deficit. 

Engler’s change of the governor’s 
proposed 1.5 percent increase for the 
same nine-month period would 
produce a surplus of $290.1 million 
with no immediate indication of 
future spending plans.

Senate Majority Leader William 
Faust of Westland said the Republi- 
can proposal does not respond to 
solving the permanent nature of 
Michigan’s budget problems. 

Faust said the plan was a tem- 
porary one based on projections that 
the economy will show a strong 
recovery which will put the state 
back in the same position of deficit 
should the recovery not come or 
should Michigan not participate in it 
fully. 

Faust said a more likely proposal 
to come out of the Senate will be 
tying an increase in the income tax 
rate to voter approval of a sales tax 
increase. 

A 1 percent increase in the sales 
tax rate would produce some $450 
million while a 1 percent increase in 
the income tax rate would produce 
approximately $650 million. 

If voters ultimately approve a 1- 
cent increase in the sales tax rate, 
the income tax rate could be rolled 
back by two-thirds of a percentage 
point, 

Voter approval of a 2-cent increase 
could bring a roll back of the income 
tax hike by nearly 1.3 percent of the 
governor's 1.5 percent permanent 
proposal. 

Engler charged the governor’s 
proposal is more than is necessary to 
solve the deficit problems of the 
state. He said the governor simply 
wants to assure a source of revenue 
for future years. 

The Republican leader cautioned 
that current figures indicate their 
plan would produce a surplus, but he 
added the Republican caucus recog- 
nizes the possibility that the 1 per- 
cent tax increase might need to be 
extended into fiscal 1984. 

The proposed amendments to the 
Single Business Tax, which have 
been before the Legislature in past 
sessions, would carry a cost of about 
$125 million. 

The proposal includes advancing

Michigan Environmental 
index Shows Gains, Losses 


Lansing — The state of the 
environment in Michigan 
was at a virtual standstill 
last year, according to a 
barometer tended by the 
Michigan United Conserva- 
tion Clubs (MUCC). 

MUCC’s fourth annual 
Environmental Quality In- 
dex revealed no appreciable 
changes in five of the seven 
categories measured — air, 
water, wildlife, fish, and 
energy. One of the remain- 
ing categories - lands and 
forests - showed a gain of one 
point, which was offset by a 
decline in the same amount 
in outdoor recreation, the 
final category. 

The Index is based on data 
from a survey of Michigan 
authorities on natural 
resources conservation and 
the environment as well as 
evaluations by members of 
the MUCC staff. 

Some highlights from the 
1982 Index findings: 

Air — “The big news in 


1982 was denial (by the 
state) of Detroit Edison 
Company’s request to con- 
tinue burning dirty coal...at 
its Monroe power plant.” 

Water - ‘‘Michigan is in for 
a long spell of depressing 
revelations about the hidden 
poisons in our water. New 
locations of contaminated 
proundwaters were being 
discovered...at the rate of 
six per month.” 

Wildlife - “One definite 
bright spot - we have a boom- 
ing goose population...On the 
other hand, prairie chickens 
may be gone from Michigan 
and a small snail found only 
in the Huron Mountains may 
be extinct.” 

Energy - ‘Used oil 
recycling has caught on! Fif- 
ty-three counties are now 
taking part in the recycling 
used oil. About 425,000 
gallons of used oil were re- 
cycled in 1982, most of it 
being refined into 
lubricating oil.”
